SEWAGE  DISPOSAL . 


Welt on  Works. 

As  the  sludge-dry  accommodation  was  proving  inadequate,  one 
lagoon  was  relaid  and  filtering  material  added. 

Arrangements  have  also  been  made  to  dispose  of  a  proportion 


of  the  sludge  by  irrigating  pieces  of  lend  on  alternative  years, 
the  land  being  cultivated  one  year  and  sludged  the  next.  It 
is  hoped  that  accumulation  of  dried  sludge  and  screenings  not 
removed  by  farmers  will  be  gradually  returned  to  these  pieces 
of  lend. 

The  detritus  bank  which  gave  constant  trouble  in  the  pump 
has  been  abolished.

Five  of  our  producers  are  licensed  by  the,  County  Council 
as  Accredited  producers,  and  one  as  a  Tuberculin  Tested  producer 

The  No rt on-Rads took  Council  have  issued  one  licence  to  a 
pasteuriser  to  cover  his  pasteurising  plant  and'  another  licence 
to  sell  pasteurised  milk  as  a  dealer.  A  further  licence  for 
plant  had  been  issued  but  was  withdrawn. 

SAMPLING. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  takes  samples  on  behalf  of  the 
County  Council  for  Designated  milks  and  for  the  purposes  of 
the  Tuberculosis  Order. 

HOUSING. 

Urgent  housing  repairs  only  are  being  asked  for  at  present 
and  these  generally  on  complaint  from  tenants.  There  is  much 
work  in  this  direction  being  stored  up  for  the  future.- 

OVERCROWDING . 

No  statistics  are  available  but  some  evacuees  have  gone 
during  the  year  and  the  position  may  be  better  than  it  was. 
Sixteen  condemned  houses  were  occupied  under  licence1 at  the  end 
of  1942.  ,  others  were  occupied  and  legal  proceedings^  are  pending
